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Since 1810, when the Old Northern Pike “opened for stagecoach 
travel between Pittsburgh and Philadelphia”, a highway has been an 
important factor in the growth of Monroeville. Business development 
at that time included “two blacksmith shops, two stores, and a post 
office”, In 1875, Monroeville was widely known as the first stage stop 
east out of Pittsburgh, and a trumpet serenade notified the Rising Sun 
Hotel how many chickens to put on for dinner. From down the valley 
would come the blasts — 5 blasts meant 5 chickens for the pot — and 
then in an hour the stagecoach would appear. 

With the development of railroads, Monroeville was identified only 
as Patton Township (Allegheny County) until the 1942 improvement 
of Route 22 through the Borough. In rapid succession came the 
Pittsburgh Exit of the Pennsylvania Turnpike (opened in October 
1951), improvement of Routes 286 and 48, and in 1963 the opening 
of the Penn-Lincoln Parkway, which provides 15 miles of uninterrupted 
travel from the center of Monroeville to downtown Pittsburgh, and 
thence on to the Greater Pittsburgh Airport. 

With such easy access to the tri-state area, Patton Township 
officially became Monroeville Borough in 1951. Newly elected 
Borough officials took office early in 1952. The Monroeville Business- 
men’s Association, parent organization of the Monroeville Chamber of 
Commerce, was incorporated on December 4, 1952. 

Various planning and zoning problems were among the first items 
of business brought before the new Borough Council. In rapid 
succession, a new sewer system was planned (now 50% installed), a 
contract was signed permitting Monroeville to join the Allegheny 
County Sewer Authority, a Borough Water Authority was created, 
the Allegheny County Health Department began servicing the Monroe- 
ville area, and a Recreation Board was established. A Planning 
Commission was created and Borough Council adopted a Master Plan 
for the Borough in 1963. A modern library was also constructed in 
1963. A group of dedicated citizens in the East Suburban Area has 
purchased 30 acres of land in Monroeville to set aside for future use 
in supplying health facilities for the citizens of the area. 

United States Steel was the first to realize the tremendous potential 
in Monroeville and purchased 142 acres for their Fundamental and 
Applied Research Laboratories. In 1953, ground was broken for the 


Administration Building and now a complex of eight buildings houses 
a staff of over 1,200 people, 

In 1956, Koppers Research purchased a 176-acre tract and have 
constructed their first research building. Phase two of their operation 
includes moving several of their other facilities into the Borough. 

Shortly after, Bituminous Coal Research dedicated a facility in 
Monroeville, followed by Pittsburgh Corning Research and Engineering 
Center, located just over the Borough line. Also close to Monroeville 
on Route 22 is the Westinghouse Research Laboratory. 

Although Monroeville is a segment of the Pittsburgh metropolitan 
area, it has the advantage of not being confined, with little chance for 
further development, as is true of many other municipalities. The 19.5 
square miles of the Borough are remarkably well suited to serve as a 
governmental unit. Fifty percent of the land in Monroeville is as yet 
undeveloped, much of it suitable for either residential or light industrial 
use. Since 1950, Monroeville’s building boom has encompassed 
residential, light industrial, educational, religious, and commercial 
structures. Since its inception as a borough on January 24, 1951, the 
assessed property valuation has jumped from less than $9 million in 
1952, to $17 million in 1955, to $33 million in 1958, to the current 
assessment of $64 million. 

The hub of Monroeville’s economic life — that is, the area near 
the intersection of the Turnpike and Route 22 where the major 
commercial establishments are located — js quite centrally located. 
The Miracle Mile Shopping Center opened the downtown Monroeville 
area. Consisting of 48 stores in a 42-acre plot, it is considered one 
of the most successful shopping centers in the country. 

Education is of primary concern to residents in the area and the 
educational facilities and programs are excellent. Pittsburgh’s cultural 
center, Oakland, is only 10 miles away. Here are located great 
universities and colleges providing excellent opportunities for higher 
education. 

Boyce Park, containing nearly 1,000 acres of land, was dedicated 
October 20, 1963 as the Allegheny County Park serving residents in 
this East Suburban Area. 

The Monroeville Chamber of Commerce extends to you an 
invitation to become a part of our young and growing community.

Research and Development, the key to growth in every industry, is also the key to 
growth in the Monroeville area. 7 

Beginning early with the familiar pear-shaped Atom Smasher developed by Westing- 
house just south of Monroeville in the pre-war period and branching into a large suburban 
research complex in the post war period, Monroeville is fortunate to have located within its 
borders U.S. Steel Research Center on a 142 acre plot, Koppers Research Laboratory on a 
176 acre plot and Bituminous Coal Research Laboratory and within a five mile radius of 
the Borough, Westinghouse Research Laboratories and Pittsburgh Corning Research and 
Engineering Center. 

A large percentage of the 15,000 new residents since 1950 are research people thus 
providing that engineering-science environment so essential for the research employee. Of 
the personnel engaged in research in the Pittsburgh Area, 3750 are employed within a five 
mile radius of Monroeville. 

Borough Council has wisely zoned additional acreage for new research centers.

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MONROEVILLE is rapidly assuming its position as a satellite 
community to Pittsburgh, marketplace of the world. Located only 
20 minutes from downtown Pittsburgh (via the Parkway East) is the 
cloverleaf in the center of Monroeville. There Route 22, the Penn- 
sylvania Turnpike, Route 48 (the Orange Belt for smooth traffic flow 
around the central city), and Interstate Route 76 converge. The Park- 
way provides uninterrupted travel to Pittsburgh and the Greater 
Pittsburgh Airport. State Highway Department plans for the future 
call for a widening of the present Route 48 and the construction of a 
limited access highway connecting McKeesport, a community of 46,000 
to the Turnpike interchange in Monroeville. 

This crossroads in the center of Western Pennsylvania makes 
Monroeville an ideal location for company salesmen and sales and 
distribution centers. In its Comprehensive Plan for Development, 
adopted in 1963, the Borough has set aside two privately owned 
industrial parks, and a number of areas zoned for light industry;

special-use areas marked for modern office buildings, laboratories for 
design, research, or similar uses; and heavy-industrial districts. The 
local government is mature, and has faced and conquered the bulk 
of its growth problems. 

Within the past two years, the following companies have opened 
sales and distribution centers in Monroeville: Oscar Mayer & Company; 
State Equipment Company; the ALOE Division of Brunswick, Inc.; 
Heraeus Engelhard Vacuum, Inc.; General Tire & Rubber Company; 
Motorola Communications and Electronics, Inc.; Janitrol Heating & 
Air Conditioning; and Tektronix, Inc. Sales and technically trained 
employees abound in the immediate area. 

The Regional Industrial Development Corporation of Southwestern 
Pennsylvania has aided several local firms in their expansion. Currently, 
the Monroeville Area Industrial Development Corporation is being 
formed at the direction of the Chamber of Commerce so that industries 
interested in 100% financing through Pennsylvania’s pioneer Penn- 
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sylvania Industrial Development Authority may qualify for location 
here. Maps showing areas zoned for industry are available from the 
Chamber office. 

Dominating the retail area in central Monroeville is the Miracle 
Mile Shopping Center. From the date its first store opened in 1954, 
the Miracle Mile was destined to be one of the nation’s great shopping 
centers. Located on a 42-acre tract fronting on the “U.S. 22 Business” 
highway, the center has 300,000 square feet of merchandising area, 
with reserves for an additional 150,000 square feet. Every available 
store location within the original shopping area was occupied before 
the Grand Opening in 1955. It is laid out in an “L” shape, with most 
of the stores fronting toward the highway. The all-front parking 
facility for 3,000 cars is fully blacktopped and boulevard-lighted. 

The Center has maintained a proper balance between chain and 
independent stores, and between merchandise and service. Complete 
diversification makes Pittsburgh Miracle Mile an outstanding example 
of one-stop shopping service. Keystone of the Center is the recently 
enlarged J. C. Penny Company store, containing 48,000 square feet 
of space. 

Kaufmann’s Monroeville store is the largest suburban department 
store in the tri-state area, and almost every major department of its 
Pittsburgh store is well represented. Their new building is a handsome 
modern structure, faced in random-pattern stone, with a subtle blending 
of wood and metal to create an atmosphere of charm and character. 
For the convenience of the suburban family shopper, parking is 
provided for 1,500 cars. 

Several other neighborhood shopping centers of varying size are 
located throughout the area as may be seen on the map in the center 
of this brochure. 

The retail, wholesale, and selected services sales in Monroeville 
have increased from a total of $45,009,250 in 1960 to $65,046,251 
in 1963. 

Within 15 minutes driving time of Monroeville in 1960 were 
321,312 shoppers, projected to 1965 — 340,410; 1970 — 361,210; 
1975 — 390,110. 

The Monroe Theater opened its doors in Monroeville in 1963. 
This is the first indoor movie built in the Pittsburgh area in the last 
twenty years — quite a testimony to the drawing power of this retail- 
oriented community. 
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The Gateway Union Schools are organized on the 6-3-3 plan — 
six years of elementary, three years of junior high, and three years of 
senior high. Although each level plays a planned and particular role 
in the educational growth and development of the pupils, curricular 
continuity is maintained in the total program. 

Gateway Senior High School has been evaluated as “excellent” by 
the Middle States Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, a 
regional accrediting association for schools. An evaluation team 
representing this Association rated the local high school as excellent 
in eleven of fourteen categories and very good in the. other three.

Forbes Trail Technical School pioneered the way for technical 
training on the high school level, offering 11th and 12th grade 
technical courses to qualified students of the Gateway School District. 

Point Park Junior College currently offers evening extension courses 
at Gateway, and plans to expand to a daytime campus in the near 
future. 

Penn State Extension Courses are combined with the Monroeville 
Recreation Board’s program of advanced learning. 3 

Our Lady of Mercy Academy, a college preparatory school for 
girls from grades 7 through 12, opened in Monroeville in 1963. 

The General Motors Training Center brings in and trains several 
thousand GM employees each year. 

Westinghouse Technical Night School, in the Westinghouse Valley 
south of Monroeville, offers advanced technical training to residents 
of the East Suburban Area. 

Monroeville is less than 20 minutes from the following colleges 
and universities: University of Pittsburgh; Carnegie Institute of 
Technology; Duquesne University; Mount Mercy College; Chatham

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Monroeville is fully aware of the need for adequate recreation 
and both individual and group leisure time activities are well pro- 
vided for in the area. The aim of the Monroeville Recreation Board 
is “that every child in Monroeville shall have a place to play in safety 
and that every person in Monroeville, young and old, shall have an 
opportunity for the best and most satisfying use of his expanding 
leisure time”’. 

In 1956, the Recreation Board employed a full-time professional 
Director of Recreation whose job it is to coordinate the resources of 
the community for a year-round recreation program for children, 
youth and adults. Capitalizing upon the talents of many volunteers 
and paid personnel, and utilizing the facilities and financial resources 
of both the school district and the municipality, the Board has 
developed a wide range of activities for all family members. 

Children of the community have taken advantage of such facilities 
and programs as the following: 13 summer playgrounds; fall, winter 
and summer swimming and life saving instructions; 5th and 6th grade 
boys’ basketball instructions and leagues; 4th, Sth, and 6th grade girls’ 
physical recreation program, including ballet, gymnastics and active 
games. Teenagers have found many friends by attending the weekly 
dances conducted for members of the Junior Teen Club and the Gate- 
way Teen Club. College students home on vacation join with young 
working adults in the seasonal activities of the College and Career Club. 

Many new friendships have developed as a by-product of the adult 
programs centered around common interests in expanding the leisure- 
time skills of adults. While the course offerings change to meet the 
demand, the 20-hour Leisure Learning schedule has included in- 


struction in oil painting, sewing, millinery, social dancing, bridge, golf, 
and crafts of many kinds. Adult swim instruction sessions, women’s 
physical fitness classes, and men’s volleyball, basketball, and softball 
all contribute to physical conditioning in a recreational setting. 

There are many local organizations to complete the varied and 
wide range of leisure-time activities in the Borough. Among these are 
the Service Clubs, Civic Associations, Garden Clubs, Youth Organi- 
zations, Senior Citizens’ Club, the Amateur Radio Club, and the 
Family Campers Club. 

Within a few miles of Monroeville there are several excellent public 
golf courses and country clubs. The nearby Allegheny River offers a 
recreational area for those who like water sports such as boating and 
water skiing. The newly opened 834-acre Boyce Park lies partly 
within Monroeville. It is one of nine parks totalling 8130 acres that 
is owned and operated by Allegheny County as a public recreation 
area. In addition to the indoor and outdoor swimming pools and 
playgrounds, facilities are available within Monroeville for horseback 
riding, tennis, bowling, archery and many other sports. For those who 
like professional and college sports, Pittsburgh is the home of base- 
ball’s Pirates, football’s Steelers, hockey’s Hornets and Carnegie Tech’s, 
Pitt’s, and Duquesne’s outstanding college sports teams. 

Planning for the future recreational needs of the community is an 
accomplished fact through the Master Plan for Recreation Areas, which 
seeks to bring national standards of open space to the local com- 
munity. In our vital and dynamic community, this planning and 
programming continues to meet the needs of an interested and 
aggressive citizenry.
